omition of the new settlement, gained the credit of 
having founded the city of Tatta about the end of the 16th 
century (see History, Volume A, page 100), The aty has 
moved a good deal in much more recent times, creeping 
after the retreuting river by « proress of growth on the east. 
and decay on the west. Tt has also heen seeked or burned 
three times—firet by Shah ate eae in 1621, then by a 
Portugese force in 1556, and lastly by its own ruler, Mirea 
Jani Bea, when he wus resisting Akbar'a forces in 1591, 
Nevertheless it continued to be the capital of south Sind 
mntil the building of Hyderabad in 1768 and rose to great 
splendour. Captam Alexander Hamilton, who saw it 
in 1000, thus writes of it: Tatta is the emporium 
of the Province, a very lurge and rich city. It m 
tires miles long and one and a half broad, anc ia about 
40 miles from Larryliunder (Lahori) and haa a large 
citadel at ite west end capable to lodge $0,000 men and 
horse, and hes barracks und stables convenient for them and 
with a palace built in it for the Nabob.” “ Tatta stands 
about two miles from the river ulus, in a. spacious plain, 
and they have canals out from. the river to bring water to 
the city, and some for the use of their gardens. The King’s 
gardena were im pretty’ condition in Anno Domini 1099 ancl 
were well stored with excellent fruits and flowers, partiou- 
lurly the most deficions pomegranates that ever | tasted.” 
Again he says: The city of Tatta is famous for Tearning in 
theology, philosaphy and politics, and they have 400 oollepes 
for teaming wp youths in those parte of learning.” Tatta 
had at one-Hine a dncrative trade with the Pervagnese, and 
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from the followmg passage it seems that their missionaries 
must have: tte foot there and lost it:—" The Portuguese 
had formerly a Charen ah thir east end of the city.
